The foriuntiou of a "CommlHoc for 
University Museums'' mid Hie cnlti- 
bliehmeni of h cullncttoit of vtiiualilo 
cxMbits on the first floor of lllo 
Medical Bilildinc to tic known an "The 
Strathcona Museum'', w«?re two Im- 
portant protiotincomonts made by 
Professor .1. C. Simpson of 1 lie Modi- 
col Paoulty in an interview ywstordoy. 

"After considering the situation 
created by tho distrilmlion of valu- 
able material of a similar nature in 
different bulUllncs. It was derided to 
appoint a committee which would 
have itharee of the administration of 
all museums ronnected with the uni- 
versity." stated Trofossor Simpson. 
He further pointed out the overcrowd- 
ing which existed In a number of tho 
museums due to uhc acquisition of 
new material In recent years. The 
R-vipath Museum harl suffered parti- 
cularly in this respect and the display 
of exhibits was consequently loss at- 
tractive and orderly. 

It was he;iov.?d moreov*r thai 
through a central board of control the 
various exhibits of a similar natui-e 
could be more easily confined to one 
particular place. This would lender 
eich separate display more valuable 
and facilitate comparison. 

The removal of a large quantity of 
materia! from the lower floor of live 
Medical Buliding to the now Patho- 
logical Building enabled the Com- 
mittee to assombi* all exhibits of an 
anthropological and ethnological na 
tn-e on the space thus set free. I» 
was then decided to include this ma 
terla! under the name of "The Slrath- 
cor.a Museum" In memory - of the 
Medical Building'.'! donor and In pre- 
ference to a name such as "Tile M»>di 
cal Museum." This latter. it was 
thought would render the idea of Iho 
nature of the material in Hie public 
eye, too nurrow and confined In Us 
range. 

This removal to the Medical Build- 
ing now ma,'.-: possible a very much 
more efficient and attractive arranipv 
:nent of the exhibits In the lied path 
Museum . The splendid exhibits from 
Africa, thé Cana ry' Islarsd/t and I how 
representing Itltfhirno life would bd 
eonfined rhis edifice whlnli would 
henceforUl serve as the home of the 
zoologies I and geological studies.

Al- 
though exquisite In workmanship and 
details of ornamentation nevertheless 
tihe form of thoco buildings laa.vc* 
much to be desired. Tho Gupta Dy- 
nasty was a mighty one and It still 
servos the modern Hindu as a model 
of god government. Personal liberty 
was assured and in spite of the 
loiuiency of the criminal law crime 
wan scarce owing to the pre- 
valence at 'the ethrcel teachings of 
Htlddha. Tndeed. according to the 
Chinese pilgrim, Fa-Hien, "the people 
fioem to have vied with each other In 
virtue.'' 

Opening her paper wlith an acconmt 
of the Invasion!! of Tlmur. Miss G. 
Cra.i*r then toid of the troublous his- 
tory of India until Iho coming of the 
second Emperor of (hp Mogul Kmplrf 
in India but the real founder oi that 
empire.

Your 
Alma Mater; though " it nestles so peaceful and calm 'ncaih the 
hill" is not behind the times. Of this be assured. Ti Bo Tim 
has condescended to inform all Red and White undergraduates 
-with merely one thousand exceptions or so. that McGill has fol- 
lowed the lead of the most modern American Colleges, and or- 
ganized a Kn Klux Klan, And Ti Ro Tim should know. Ti Bo 
Tim. as you can see from his name, is no cub reporter, apt to be 
carried away by enthusiasm or fancy. Ti Ro Tim is not that 
hind of a man at all. Resides being the one and only Ti Bo Tim- 
he is "Kinp Kleagle of the Ku Klux Klan of Kanada in the realm 
of Quebec" (although he lives in Toronto).

There Is a prev.i'ent misconception 
that the came of hockey as it is play- 
ed toii.iy is similar in tlia greater 
part of its detail to the game as it 
was played fifty years ago. Yes, it 
is about fifty years now since the in- 
ception of what has become Canada's 
create?; winter game, and during the 
last ten decades the changes In the 
style of the same have been many. 
And while we arc on the subject of 
the age of the game it is interesting 
to note that ,McGl 1 sent her first 
team onto the ice in 1SSI. In those 
early days the University was the 
keenest supporter of the game and it 
is principally due to her interest that 
it was fostered and became rapidly 
more and more popular. 

The first games were played Willi 
curved sticks which the boys obtain- 
ed by the simple expedient of going 
into the woods and culling from the 
handiest tree. Naturally enough, a. 
stick of this nature did nut allow the 
clever manipulating of tint puck that 
on'.- is .accustomed to see today. The 
lifting of the pitch off. tho Ico and 
the terrific H need with which It is 
shot at the present lime were wholly 
unknown in the early days of the 
Kanie. II was merely a case, uf pass- 
im; the puck slowly up and down the 
Ice and occasionally, batting at It. 

Tile first tmni to use Iho hockey 
stick of today was Ottawa. With the 
change of si Irk came a distinct 
Change in the mode of play. There 
was less of the passing and halting 
and more lifting, 'ibis alteration >u 
style, while not taking place Imnie- 
dlat<ly the sticks were changed, was 
rroticed pretty rapidly. 

The goal nets ot today were un 
known in the days of the Impromptu 
curved stick. Two poles sluelc In the 
ice served ,js goal posts. That was 
all they needed, lor lifting was un- 
known, and there never was any 
danger of Hie puck going too high to 
count a. point 

Bui the new sticks and the ''lift 
ing" game clearly necessitated an a' 
tcra.t.lon here. The present-day ncls 
were substituted lor the two posta 
they served to concentrate Hie. 
BCorng area more. 

j'ho Ice, which at the present lime 
steins occasionally lo he too>aowded 
was even more so In the earlier days 
of the game. A regulation team in 
the past consisted of seven players, 
and they wore rllalrbuted over llio 
ice <in the following manner; two 
wings, centre, rover, point, cover 
point and goalie. That, such an ar- 
rangement would readily lead to 
more than one mix* UP during I hp 
course of a mu tell can readl y be un- 
derstood. It la also obvious that 
fourteen men with as many hockey 
sticks, skating about Iho limited area 
of the rinks of the lime, were pot 
conducive to the fastest hockey. 

Today most of uu enjoy a hockey 
game because In addition lo its great 
speed (Which is perhaps Its most at- 
tractive feature) it is remarkably 
easy for the spectator to follow 
Wlien the man in Hie stands is able 
lo follow more or less closely what 
every player is doing, he usua ly 
feelii as II' he knew everything about 
the game, inside workings and all 
The reduction of the team from sev- 
en to six was a. great step towards 
giving the fan just what lui wanted. 
Incidental y, of course, this move did 
really improve Hi/ gnnio considerably 
from the "Inulije,'/ 
J tlat a. word- .,orft»'p about the way 



the hoys used to carry on; first of 
a I I here is the defense man; ho 
never attempted to cany the puck, 
but would lift It back to the other 
end of the ice when lie had secured 
it from one of the incoming forwards. 
Jhe way the defense lined up would 
present :i rather strange spectacle to 
the hockey fan of today. Instead of 
playing opposite one another, one 
would take his position directly in 
front of his partner on the ice. Of 
course there was not the offside area, 
os we have It at present. As for tho 
remaining members of the team, it 
was their duty to do what our good 
friciids the office-boys are supposed 
lo do today, "make themselves genet- 
civ useful." 

Outstanding among the famous 
teams of the days gone by were the 
Ottawa 'Silver Seven" and the Mont- 
real team, known as the "Little Men 
of Iron." They were iho tradition ri- 
vals of their time with a similar 
feeling existing between them as wo 
have between 'Varsity and McGill 
today. The novelty of the defense 
men carrying the puck was introduc- 
ed Into this part of the country at 
the time when the Kenora team trn- 
vo'lcd east lo play tor the Stanley 
up. This team, by the way, car- 
ried the great Tim I'hllllps. To those 
who have .followed in any way thé. 
history of the big winter game, tho 
name of [•hllllpn Mtands for much. 
Of course, you will recfiif that he was 
a M cfi) 1 1 man, 

At Mils period, the game, was pro- 
line with great stick handling, but 
there was not yol anywhere, near the 
speed which wo enjoy at present. It 
is but fpuraeen years «go .that tho 
six-man game with Its terrific spoed 
and seemingly endless energy was 
first introduced. By this time every 
one hud begun to feel that the seven 
rroin leant was far too heavy ahd did 
nothing hut alow up tho game. What 
wo IIAVlil lost by dropping tho sev- 
enth man is the great team play that 
made itself so evident in Iho attack. 
But the «peut nt or has gradua ly lost 
sight of this old cohesion, and has 
forgotten about il. The brll hint 
dashes and Ihe frequent uncork tig 
of Hccmngly u ii rest i,i 1 1 ia I du luirais ni 
speed have proven themselves more 
than ample tuihst II tiles for tho old 
combina lion play. 

The game has only been Known on 
the Pacific coasl for the odd dozen 
years. It was introduced In that part 
of the country by Frank Patrick, 
who has' always hpen known as an 
advocate of e'ean fast hockoy. Pat- 
rick was another fanions McÇijjl man 
and he has been directly responsible 
for many of the rules that now gov- 
ern ihe game The offside area in 
cent re, for Instance, M as one of Pat- 
rick's innovations. 

Hfi tin' game |nis ehangod, gradual- 
ly but surely, with the times. As 
far as the average man In the street 
is concerned the greatest Improve- 
ment Ipis ' been in Ihe. matter of In- 
creased speed. The spectator has re - 
ceived pn-t what he wanted. Bui tho 
changes have' meant |iiuch nioro (Ihiii 
tills; each one was a definite mi- 
nroyamen! ffptn iho scientific point 
of vlow, though, to the uninitiated I 
may nut have appeared ho at first;
